, , T|i£ company in the parlour at Elian** 
gOMrap, consisted of the Laird himself, and 
a sort of person who might be the village 
schooli^aster, or perhaps the iiiinister'a as* 
sistant J his appearance was too shabby to 
indicate the minister, considering he was 
on a visit to the Laird.

' Godfrey Bertram, of Eiiangowan, suc- 
ceeded to a long pedigree and a short 
rent-roll, like many lairds of that periods 
His list of forefathers ascended so high, 
that they were lost in thd barbarous ages 
of Galwegian independence ; so that his 
genealogical-tree, besides the christian 
and crusading names of Godfreys, and 
Gilberts, and Dennisres, and Rolands^ with- 
out end, bore heathen fruit of yet darker 
ages^-^ArthS; and Knarths, ^nd Dona-

gilds, aBd HanloQs. In truth, they had 
been formerly the stormy chiefs of a dc- 
sart, but extensive domain^ and the heads 
(^'a numerous tribe> called Mac-Dinga^ 
vate^, though they afterwards adopted the 
Korman surname of Bertram. They had 
made war, raised rebellions, been defeat*' 
ed, beheaded, and hanged, as became a fa* 
mily of importance, for many centuries. 
But they had gradually lost ground in the 
world, and, from being themselves the 
heads of treason and traitorous conspira- 
cies, the Bertramsi or Mac-Dingawaies of 
Elkngowan, had sunk into subordinate 
aceomplioes. Their most fatal exhibitions 
in this capacity took place in the seven* 
teenth century, when the foul fiend pos* 
sessed them with a spirit of contradiction 
which uniformly involved them in contro* 
versy with the ruling powers. They re- 
versed the conduct of the celebrated vi- 
ear of firay, and adiiered as tenaciously to

, AUaa BerUam of Ellangowan, who flou* 
cished tempore Caroti primh was, says my 
authorityi Sir Robert Douglas, in hit Scot- 
tish Baronage, (see the title £llangowan,7 
'* a steady lo} alist^ and full of zeal for the. 
caiise^f bis sacred majesty, in which he 
united with the great Marquis of Mon- 
trose^ and other truly zealous and honour- 
aUe patriots, and sustained great losses in 
that behalf He liad the honour of knight- 
hood conferred upon him by his most sa- 
er€u inaje^ty, and was sequestrated as a 
malignant by the parltam.eut, l642| and 
aft^rw^ards as a resolotioner, in the year 
1648,^'— These two cross-grained epithets 
of malignant and resolutioner cost poor Sir 
Allan one half of the family estate. His 
son Dennis Bertram married a daughter 
of an eminent fanatic, who had a seat in 
the council of state, and saved by that uni« 
on Che rjemainder of the faknily property. 
But| as ill chance would have it, he became

eaarooured of the lady'9 principles as well 
as of her charms^ and my author gives hixn 
this character: '^ He was a man of emi- 
nent parts .and resolution^ for which rea- 
sou h^ was chosen by the western coun- 
ties on/^ of the commit^e of noj^leipea 
and gentlemen, to report their griefs ta 
the privy council of Charles II* anient tl)e 
coming in vof the Highland host ii^ 1^79i^^ 
For under|:a|&ij9.g this patriotic task he wx* 
derwent a ^9^1 t^ P^y wbiph he was oh* 
liged to mortgage half of the r^nivoiog 
moiety of his paternal property. This loss 
he might have recovered by dint of severe 
eqofiomy, but upon the breaking out of Ar^ 
gvle's rel^ellioni Dennis Bertram was again 
suspected jl^y government, apprehended^ 
sent to Dunpotar Castle on the coast of 
the Mearas; and there broke his neck in ail 
attempt to escape from a subterranean ha- 
bitation^ called the Whig's Vault, in which 
he was cpa^ned with some eighty of the 
same persuasion. The apprtser, therefore^ 
(as the bolder of a mortgage was then call- 
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6di) entered lipon possession; and, in tHe

At the skir*^ 

mish of DunkeM, \6%9» he was shot dead"

roily. He nnxsfd what propcir^y was yet 
left to him ; forDonohoe's eiccesfies^ as well 
as fii&es and forfeitures, had inade, knothor; 
inroad upon the estate. And although 
even* he did not escape the fatality which 
induced .the Lairds of EUaqEOwan tointe.i;- 
fere in politics, he had yet the prucienc^ 
ere he went out with Ix>rd Kenmore in 
17I5|^to jcoavey his estate to trustees, in 
order to parry ^pains and penalties, in. 
case the £arl of Mar could not put down, 
tlie protestapt succession. But Scylla 
and Cbarybdis — a word to the wise- 
he only saved his estate at expence of a 
law^suit, which again subdivided the fa- 
roily property. He was, ho vif ever, a man 
of resolution* He sold part of the lands, 
evacuated the old castle, where the family 
lived in their decadence, as a mouse (said 
an old farmer) lives under a firlot* Pull* 
in^ down part of these venerable ruins, he J 
built a narrow house of three stories heigh t| r 
with a front like a grenadier's cap, two 
windows on each side^ and a door in the 
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ihidsty full of all tnanncr of cross lights. 
This was the New Place of ^tlangowanj 
in which we left our hero, better amused 
pierhaps than our readers/ and to this 
Lewis ^f tram retreated, full of projects 
for re-establisWng the' prosperity of his 
fdmily. ' He took' some land into his own 
hand, rented somie from neighbouring pro- 
prietors, bought and ^oid Highland cattle 
alhd Cheviot shclep, rod^ to fairs and trysts,^ 
fought hard bargains, and held necessity 
at the staflr*s end as well as he might. But 
what he gaitied in purse he lost in honour, 
fdr such agricultural and commercial ne- 
gociations were very ill looked upon by 
bis brother lairds, who minded nothing 
but cock-fighting, hunting, coursing, and 
horse-racing. These occupations encroach- 
ed, in their opinion, lipon the article of £1- 
langowaii'S gentry, and he found it neces- 
sary gradually to estrange himself from 
their society, and sink into what was then 
a very ambiguous character, a gentleman 
farmer. In the midst of his schemes death 
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claimedliis tribute,, and the sduitjr remaiiit 
qf a large pro^rty deacen^dupon God# 
f^ey^Bertrain^^ the present pwsessor^ hit 
only son. ' 

The danger, of the father's speculations 
was soon seen. Deprived of his personal 
and actiVe superintendance, all his under* 
takings miscarried, and became either abor- 
tive, or perilous. Without a jingle spark 
of energy to nieet or repel these misfor^ 
tunes, Godfrey piit his faith in the actl-* 
vity^ of another. He kept neither hunters, 
nor hounds, nor any other southern preli^ 
minaries to ruin ; biit, as has been oh* 
served of his countrymen, he kept a man 
of business, who answered the purpose 
equally well Under this gentlemanV 
supervision small debts grew into large, 
interests were accumulated upon capitals, 
moveable bonds became heritable, and 
law charges were heaped upon all ; though^ 
EUangowan possessed so little the spirit 
of a litigant, that he was upon two occa- 
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fidfis tAarged:ta onakc poyiiieiit of 'the ei* 
^raiDes of :aM6iig:.tit)gatiaiiy ttthoagh he 
bad pever hetbfe'.fa«ai^'.tbat iie had such 
cases in court.

A ciroumatftnee arrested EHangowan's 
progress upon the^htgh road to ruin. This 
was bis narrfagfs with a lady who bad a 
portion of abont four ^ thousand pounds. 
Nobedy4n tlie neighbourhood could con- 
ceive why she married him, and endowed 
him with her wealth, unless because he 
had a tall handsome figure, a good set of 
features, a genteel address, and the most 
perfect good humour. It might be some 
additional consideration, that she was her» 
self at the reflecting age of twenty*eighty

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«6t get in a word for ye!— And so, Mr 
Ifunnering, talktng^f astrcNfiomy, nwi 
spells, and these matters, hare ye beeo 
40 kind as to consider what we were sp^ak* 
ing about lait.night ? ■' 

'M begin to Ibink, Mr Bertram^ with 
your worthy friend here» that I have been 
leather jesttD^ with edge-stools ; and al^ 
though neither you nor I, nor any sensible 
maq; eau put faith in the predictions of 
asl;fC|]ogy» yet, as it has somef imea l^ppen^ 
c^ that em|uiri» into futurity^ undertaken 
in jest, haVe in th^ir results produced se- 
rous and unpleasant effects both upon 
actions and €haracter8, I really wish yon 
weirid dispense with my replying to your 
qal^stion." 

It wa$ easy to«ee tkat ti^isl evasive an* 
sw^r Qoij rendered the Laird's curiosity 
more uneontroidable.

.on his dainty face/' The form, accent^ 
and nunners, of the stranger, were expa- 
tiated upon. His horse, bridle, saddle, 
and stirrups, did not remain unnoticed.

Others Down with bim ; after ridings aird 
runningi and posting, and addressing, and 
counter addressing, and proffers of lives 
and fortuneSf the blow was at length 
struck, the administration of the day was 
dissolved, and parliament, as a natural 
consequence, was dissolved alio. 

Sir Thomas Kittleggurt, Kke other mem* 
bers in the same sitiiMlHi, posted down to 
his county, and mef^pPftn indifferent re* 
ception. He was a partisan of the old ad^ 
qiinistration ; and the ftiendsof the new 
hacf already set about an active canvass m 
behalf qf John Peatherhead, Esq. who kept 
the best hounds and hunters in the shire* 
Among others who joined the standard of 

revolt was Gilbert Glossin, writer in , 

agent for the Laird of Ellangowan. This 
honest gentleman had either been reBised 
some favour by the old member, or, what 
is equally likely, he bad got all thaft he 
bad the most distant preieoaion to ask, 
and could only look to the other side for 
fresh advancement. Mr Gtossin bad -a 
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vote upon Eilsmgowan's property^ as has 
hwn before obterved ; and he was bow 
determined that his patron should have 
one also, there being no doubt which 
fide Mr Bertram would embrace in the 
contest He easily persuaded Ellangow- 
an, that it would be creditable to him to 
take the field at the head of as strong a 
party as possible ; and immediately went 
to. work, making votes, as every Scotch 
lawyer knows how, by splitting and subdi- 
viding the superiorities upon this ancient 
and once powerful barony. These were 
so extensive, that, by dint of clipping and 
jMtring here, adding and eiking there, and 
creating over-lords upon all the estate 
which Bertram held of the crown, they 
advanced, upon the day of contest, at the 
head n^S^ten as good men of parchment 
as ever took the oath of trust and posses* 
sion. This strong reinforcenient turned 
the dubious day of battle. The principal 
and his agent diyided the honour ; the re- 
ward fell to the latter exclusively.

of the axe» he^ hewed the laws with it to 
seme purpose, Mr Bertram was not ijuite 
so ignorant of English grammar as his 
Worshipful predecessor; but Augttstiis 
Pease himself oould not have used more 
indiscriminately the weapon unwarily put 
into bis hand* , . 4$ • ' 

. . In good earnest, he considered the com«» 
mia^oA with which he had been entrusted 
as a personal mark of favour from his so«> 
iftereign ; forgettii^ that he had formerly 
thought his' bbing deprived of a privilege; 
or honour, cominon to those of his raok| 
was the result of mere party cabal. He 
commanded )]ts trusty aid*de«camp^Domi» 
nie Sampson, to read aloud the commis*' 
sion ; and at the first words, '* The king' 
has been pleased to appoint^' — ^'^ Pleased !" 
he exclaimed, in a transport of gratitude ;

X^e^.broqpnSi 
it IS .s»id» swe^p clenn ;. and I^niyself ;€aa 
bear \%toess, tbat^ upon th?. arrival, of f 
n^w housemaid, the ancient, heredi]^^^ 
and domestic spiders, MfhQhaye spun tb^v 
webs over the lower .division pf my^bogk* 
^helves, (consisting chiefly of la\f #n4di» 
yinityy). during. the peaceful leigmof h#f 
predecessor, fly. at full speed before thd 
unexpected inroads of the new mefc&ntry* 
Even 90 the Laird of. Sili^ngowaii mth^ 
kssly commen<sed hjs niagisterial refor^iiy 
at the.expence.of various .6stiyi>lished and 
superannuated pickers and.steal^ra, who 
had been his neighbors fotr h^If a ^e^n* 
tury. He wrought his miracles li^e a 
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{Second Duke Humphrey ; and, by* the in- 
fluence of the {>eadie'8 rod, caused the 
lame to wd]k; the blind tof see, and the 
palsied to labour. He detected poachers; 
Ulack-fishers, orchard* breakers, and pi« 
geon*shooters ; had the applause of the 
bench for his re ward, and the public cre- 
ilit of an iicti** magistrate. 

AH this good had its rateable proportion 
fyf eviL Even an admitted nuisance, of 
Indent standing, should not be abated 
without some baution. The zeal of our 
worthy friend now involved in great dis* 
tress sundry personages^ whose idle and 
fnendicant habits his own lackesse had 
eontfibuted to foster, until these habitsf 
had beconie irreclaitnable, or whose real 
inenpacity of exertion rendered them fit' 
objects^, in their own phrase, for the cha- 
rity of all well-disposed Qiristians. Thief 
^ long-remember«d beggar,'* who for 
twenty years had made his regular round 
within the ndg^bourhood, received ra- 
ther as an humble friend than as an object

workhouse. The decrepit dame^ who tra^ 

Telied round the parish upoA a haiid*bar* 

row, circulating fh)in house to hinite like 

a bad shillmgy which every one is in haslk 

to pass upon his neighbour ; she, who used 

to call for her bearers aa loud, or louder, 

than a traveller demands post-horses, cveia 

she shared the same disastrous fate. The

with a istrong Irish aoceht. £ven tbo 

annittl lounda of the pedlar were abolif b*t 
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^d by the Justice, in his hasty zeal for the 
administration of rural police. 

These things did not pass without notiee 
and censure. We are not niade of wood 
W stone, and the things which connect 
themselves with our hearts and habits 
pannotyjike bark or lichen, be rent away 
without our missing them. The farmer's 
dame lacked her usual share of intellio 
gence, perhapsalso the self-applause which 
fthe had felt while distributing the awmous 
(^Ims,) in shape of a gowpen (handful) of 
oatmeal, to the mendicant who brought tlid 
news. The cottage felt rncon vcniencc from 
interruption of the praltry trade carried en 
by the itinerant dealers. The children 
had not their sugar'^plums and toys; the 
young women wanted pins^ ribbons, combs; 
and ballade ; and the old could no longer 
barter their eggs forsdlt> snuff, and tobac^ 
CO* All these circumstances brought the 
busy Laird of Ellangowsin into discredit; 
which wa« more general on account of his 
former popularity. £ven bis lineage waa 
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bMugbt Up }D judgment agittDst hidi. llifejr 
thought <' naething of what the like of 
Oreeatide^ or BurnviUe, or Viewforthi 
might dor that were strangers in the emin- 
try ; but Ellango wan ! that had been a name 
aroang them since the mirk Monaoday, 
and lang before— He to ht grinding the 
poor at that rate !— -They ca'd his grand- 
father the Wicked Laird ; but, thottgh he 
was whiles fractious aneuch, when he got 
into roving company, and bad ta'en the 
drap drink, he would have scorned to go 
on at this gate* Na, aa, the mucklechtm** 
ney in the auld Place reeked likte a kiUogie 
in his time, and there were as mony puir 
folk riving at the banes in the court, apd 
about the door, as there were gentles in the 
ha'. And the leddy, on ilka Christmas night 
as it came round> gae twelve siller pennies 
to ilka puir body aboutf in honour of the 
twelve apostles like. They were fond to 
ca' it papistrie; but I think our great 
folk might take a lesson frae the papists 
whiles. They gie another sort o' help to 
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puir folk than just dinging down a sax- 
pence in the broad on the sabbath, and 
kilting, and scourging, and drumming 
them a' the six days o' the week be- 
sides/' , . 

Such was the gossip over the good two- 
penny in every ale-hbuse within three ^or 
four miles of Ellangbwdn, 'that being about 
the di$iraeter of the orbit in which our 
friend Godfrey. Beftr^tn, .Esq. I. P» mmst 
be considered as the principal luminary. 
Still greater scope was given to evil 
tongujss by the rtmavkl of a • colony of 
gypsies, with one of whom our reader is* 
somewhat acquaint^ and who had. for 
a great many y e;^rs mijoyed theit chiff set« 
llemeist upon the estate of £Uabgowa». 
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CHAPTER VII.

AlTHOiHMi the character of those gypaey 
tribes, which formerly inundatecl most of 
the nations o( Eawope, and wlHch in some 
degree still subsist among them as a dis- 
tinct peopler is generally understood, the 
reader will pardon my saying a few words 
respecting their situation in Scotland. 

It is well iinown that the gypsies werc^ 
at an early period, acknowledged as a se» 
parate and independent race by one of the 
Scottish monarchs, and that they were 
less favourably distinguished by a subse* 
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qaent law, whidi rendered the character 
of gypsey equal, in the judicial balance, to 
tiiat of eommon and habitual thief, and 
prescribed his punishment accordingly. 
Notwithstanding the severity of this and 
other statutes, the fraternity prospered 
amid the distresses of the country, and re* 
ceived large accessions from among those 
whom famine, oppression, or the sword of 
war, had deprived of the ordinary means of 
subsistence. They lost in a great measure, 
by this intermixture, the national character 
of Egyptians, and became a mingled race, 
having all the idleness and predatory ha- 
bits of their eastern ancestors, with a fero- 
CHty which they probably borrowed from 
the men of the north who joined their so- 
ciety. They travelled in different bands, 
smd had rules among themselves, by which 
each tribe was confined to its own district. 
The slightest invasion of the precincts 
which had been assigned to another tribe 
produced desperate skirmishes, \p, which 
there was often much blood shed. 
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The patriotic Fletcher of Saltoun drev 
a picture of these banditti about a century 
ago, which my readers will perase vith 
astonishment. 

*' There are at this day in Scotland 
(besides a great many poor families very 
meanly provided for by the church boxei^ 
with others^ who^i by living upon had food^ 
fall into various diseases) two hundred 
thousand people begging from door to 
door. Tl)6se are not only no way advah* 
tageons, but a very grievous burden to so 
poor a country* And though the number 
of them be perhaps double to what it was 
formerly, by reaacm of this present great 
distress, yet in all times there have been 
about one hundred. thousand of those va- 
gabonds, who hav^ lived without any re- 
gard or subjection either to the laws of the 
land, or even tho^e of God aud nature; 
******. No magistrate could ever 
discover, or be informed, which way one 
in a hundred of these wretches died, or 
that ever they were baptized* Many mur- 
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ders have beea discoverbd among tliemj 
and they are not only a mo^t unspeakable 
oppression to poor tenants, (who, if they 
give not bread, or some kind of provistoa 
to perhaps forty such villains in one day^ 
are sure to be insulted by; them,) bat.they 
rob many poor people who live in bomM 
distant from any nelglibourhood. In years 
of plenty many thousands of them meet 
together in the mountains, where they 
feast and riot for man^y days ; and at couor 
iky weddings, markjQts, burials, and other 
the like public occasions, they are to be 
seen, both man- and woman, perpetually 
^runk, cursing, blaspheming, and fighting 
together/' 

Notwithstanding the. deplorable picture 
presented in this extract, and which Fiet^ 
cher himself, though the energetic and 
eloquent friend of freedom, saw no better 
mode of correcting than by introducing a 
system of domestic slavery^ the progress 
of time, and increasie both of the means of 
life and of the power of the laws, gradual* 
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]y reduced this dreadful evil within more 
narrow bounds. The tribes of gypiie^y 
jodiiesi or cairds, — for by aU tfaese deno^ 
jninations such banditti were knowir^ — 
became few in number, and niany were en>» 
tirely rcioted out; Stilly however, enough 
remained to gire occauonal alarm and 
^constant vexation* Some rude handicrafts 
vwere entirely resigned to these itinerants^ 
particularly the art of trencher-making, <^ 
manufactming born-spoons, and the whole 
mystery of the tinker. To these they add^ 
ed a petty trade in the coarse sorts of 
earthen-ware; Such were their ostensible 
means of livelihood. Each tribe had usual- 
ly some fixed place of rendezvous, which 
they occasionally occupied and considered 
as their standiog^camp, and in the vicinity 
of which they generally abstained from 
depredation. They had even talents and 
accomplishments, which made them occa» 
aionally useful and entertaining. Many 
cultivated music with suwess; and the 
£ivottrite fiddler or piper of a district w/m 
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i^ten to be. found in a gyp&ey i^\m. Th^y 
understood all out»of*door sporjts^ e9f¥^cial« 
ly otter- huntiiig»fishi]ig» or finding gaiat* 
In winter, the women told fortunes^ tbe 
men sbewed tricks of legerdemain; and 
these accomplisbments often helped away 
a weary or steamy evening m the circle of 
^ " farmer's hi^'.*' The wildness of their 
^haracter^ and the indomitahle pride witfe 
which they despised all regular labour, 
eommanded a certaia awe, which was not 
^imjiy&bed by the coQjiiderationy that these 
strollers were a vindictive rac^ and wepe 
Te^traimed l^ no^ check, eitlu(f of fear m 
eoQscieitiee^ fcom taking desperate yem- 
geanee upon those who , had encoded 
♦hem* These tribes were, in sliiort, thfC 
Fm'Ufs of Scotland, living Jike wild Ia« 
diiMis among Eipropean settlers, and^likje 
ihem^ judged of rather by their own cu«» 
^oms3 habits, and opinions, than as if tbs^ 
bad b^en members of the civilized part c|f 
the comofiunity. Some hordes of xh^m 
^t remain^ cfaieAy in such situatioi^s as

afford a ready escape either iatb a waite 
coHntryi . or into another jurisdiction. Nor 
«re thie features of thtir character, mudi 
doftiteedi Their numbers, however^ are 
do gl-eatly diminished, that, instead^of one 
hundred thousand, as calculated by £let- 
chsr, it would now perhaps be impossible 
^te collect above five hundred tfarougbeiit 
•all Scotland. 

A tribe 9f these itiqe^ntSi to whom 
Meg Merrilies appertained, had Imig beco 
'as stationary as their habits permitted, m 
a glen upon the estate ^f EUangowan. 
Tbeyhad there erected! a lbi|^ huts, which 
they denominated their '* city of refuge/* 
and where, when not absent, on excur- 
sions, they harboured unmolested^ as the 
crows that roosted in the old asb< trees 
around them. They bad bec^ such long 
occupants, that they were considered in 
some degree as proprietors of the wretch* 
ed sheelings which they inhabited. This 
protection they were said anciently to have 
repaid, by service to the laird in wkr, or. 
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more fteqnkntlf, by infettiog ami pludder- 
kig the lands of those neighbouriiig haroBS 
wi'tfa whom he chanced to be at feud. Lat- 
terly, their servicies were of a more pacific 
nature. The women spun mittens for the 
lady, and knitted Boot^hose for the laird, 
wbicli were annually presented at Christ- 
mas with great forni. The aged sybils 
blessed the bridal bed of the laird when 
'he married, and the cradle of the heir 
when born. The men repaired her lady- 
ship's cracked china, and assisted the laird 
in his sporting parties, wormed his dogs, 
and cut the ears of his terrier puppies. 
* The children gatliered nuts in the woods, 
and crane-beri-ies in the moss, and mush- 
rooms upon the pastures, for tribute to 
the Place. These acts of Voluntary ser- 
vice, and acknowledgments of depend- 
ence, were rewarded by protection on 
'Some occasions, connivance upon others, 
and broken victuals, ale, and brandy, when 
circumstances called for a display of gene- 
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vmtyi and f his mutual idteramrie of 
good offices^ which had takes place'fora^ 
least two centuries, rendered the inhkbtt- 
ants of Derucleiigh a kind of privileged 
Mtainers upon the estate of Ellangowaft; 
** The knaves'* were the Laird'a ** exceed^ 
ing good friends ;^ and he would have 
deemed htmaelf vei^ ill used, if his coum 
tenancecould not now and then havrboiink 
them out against the law of the country 
and the local magistrate. But this friend^ 
1y union was soon to be dissolved. 

The community of Derncleugh, who 
eared for no rogues but their own, were 
wholly without alarm at the severity of 
the jiistice*s proceedings towards other 
itinerants.' Theyrfrhad no doubt that he 
determined to suffer no mendicants or 
strollers in the country, but what resided 
an his own property, and practised thtiic 
trade by his immediate permission, implied 
or expressed. Nor was Mr Bertram in a 
hurry to exert his newly^acquired autfao* 
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rily«t the §sg,ffmi» of tb«ie old settlfn, 
fiM^li^W49 driven ou by ctccujni^cea^ ; 
Al the qwrter 9e9sios5» our new justice 
1IF«A publiisly upbraided lyr a gtntle^pan of 
tbe cq^sitct party in coimty politics^ that^

tbi3,tHei$.,was.9o reply, for. ^h|s .fact was 
toQ evideiifc and well knqwn* The Laird 
digis^ed th$ tauQrt aa.he.best cauld> and 

i» Tmy^as M9mp ^t^H^^d bimnelf wi|h 
peculations on the easiest niejiK>d of 
lidding hiniself of these vagrant^, who 
)>rougbt a stai& upon his fair fame -as a 
jEOajpstrate. jJust 9» he. had. resolved to 
jtake U|e first c^pprtunity of quiarrelling 
/with ^be P^arif^.of D^rn^leiigh^ a.cause of 
j^rovoHcation pffsented itself. 

^ince our frien4'^ ndyftncement to be a 
conservator of the peace, he bad caused 
7 
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the gate at the faeAd of hit a^etiuer' which 
formerlj, ltoi>ing,only one hinge^ rematiip 
ed at alt times hospitably open-— he had 
caused this g«te» I say^ to be newly hung 
and handsombly painted* He had * also 
shut up with paling, curiously twisted with 
furze^ certain holes in the fences adjoin- 
ing, through which the gypsey boys used 
to scramble into the plantations to ga^Mr 
birds* nests, the seniors of the village^ 
' make a short cut frcmi one point to ano» 
ther, and the lads and lasses for evening 
rendeisvous — all without oience taken, 
or leave asked* X^t these halcyon days 
were now to have end/ and a minatory in- 
scription upon one side of the gate inti* 
mated ** prosecution according to law^' 
(the painter had spelt it perseeu/ion^Vun 
vaut bien Tautre) to all who should be 
found trespassing on these enclosures. 
Upon the other side, for uniformity's 
sake, was a precautkmafy . annunciation 
of 8pring*guns, stamps, and man*traps of 
such formidable powers, that, said the 
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tfnhnck, w4tb an emphatrc notahene^*^ If 
a man gdes in, they vnW break a horse's 
4eg/'^ 

Iti d^&amce of these threats^ six well- 
grown %jp9tY hxrf% and gMs were riding 
cock-horse upon the new gate, and plait- 
ing may^flowcr, which it was but too evi- 
dent had been gathered within the forbid- 
den precincts* With as much anger ms hb 
iWis^icapableof feeling, or perhaps of assii* 
ming, the Laird'^ commanded them to de- 
scend ;^ they paid no attention to his man* 
date : he then began to pull them down 
one after another ;— they resisted^ passive* 
1y at least/ each sturdy bronzed varlet 
making himself as heavy as he could^ or 
dtmbingnp as fast as he wad dismounted* 

The Laird then called in the assistance 
k>f his servant, a surly fellow, who had im« 
mediate recourse to his horse- whip* A 
^W lashes sent the party a^scampering ; 
and thus commenced the first breach of 
peace between the house of EUangowah 
and the gypsies of Derncieugb,

The latter ecmld not for soflne time. iogttP 
gme that the war was real; — until tk%T 
found that their children were hqrse* 
whipped by the grieve when fottiiid ,tst$^ 
fMissitig; that their asses were poinded fay 
the ground«officer whea left in the plaQt»i». 
tions^ or even when turned to graze by 
the road-side against the proviflpn of tb^ 
turnpike acts ; that the constable bc^sw 
to make curious enquiries into th^ir modft. 
of gaining a UveUhdoc^. and expressed bis 
surprise that the men should sleep; in the 
Imvels all day^ and be abroad the greattf 
part of the night- 

When matters came to this pointy. tb« 
gypaies without scruple entered upotn 
measures of retaliation. EUaogowaa's bo^ 
^roosts were plundered, his linen stolen 
from the lines or bleaching ground,, bis 
iishiogs poached, his dogs kidnapped, his 
growing trees cut or barkied. Much pet- 
ty mischief was done, and some evidently 
for the mischief's sake. On the other 
hand^ warrants went forth^ without mer« 
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Cf , to pursae» search for, take, and appre* 
himd ; aad, notwithstandiBg their dexte* 
rity, one or two of the depredators were 
undble to avoid convictioQ. One, a atout 
young feliow who sometimes had gone to 
sea a-fishing, was handed over to the Cap* 
tain of the impress service at D^-^-^-— ; two 
diitdren were soundly flogged, and cme 
Egyptian matron sent to the house of cor» 
rection# 

Still, however^ the gypsies made no mo* 
tioQ to leave the spot which they had so 
loog inhabited, and Mr Bertram felt am 
unwillingness to deprive them of their aa- 
eient *^ city of refuge ;** so that the petty 
war&re we have noticed continued for se* 
veral months, without increase or abater 
nent of hostilities on either side^ 
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CHAPTER VIIL

Ik tracing the rise and progress of the 
Scottish Maroon war, we must not omit 
to mention that years had rolled o%. 
and that little Harry Bertram, one of the 
hardiest and most lively children that ever 
made a sword and grenadier's cap of rushes, 
now approached his fifth revolving birth- 
day. A hardihood of disposition, which 
early developed itself, made him already 
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a little wanderer ; he wfts well acquainted 
witH every patch of lea ground and dingle 
around Ellangowan, and could tell in his 
br«)k^n language upon what baulks grew 
the bonniest flowers, and what copse had 
the ripest nuts. He repeatedly terri- 
£ed his attendants by clambering about 
the ruins of the old castle, and bad more 
than once made a stolen excursion as far 
as^ the gypsey hamlet. 

'Upon these; occasions he was generally 

brought back by Meg Merrilies, who^ 

tliough she could not be prevailed upon to 

center the Place of Ellangowan after her ne- 

fihew had been given up to the press^gang» 

did not apparently extendiher resentment 

ta the child. On the contrary, she often 

contrived to way-lay him in his walkis, sing 

liim agypsey song, give him a ride upon her 

jaek-3SS| and thrust into his pocket a piece 

of gingerbread or a red«cheeked apple* 

This woman's ancient attachment to the 

£imily, repelled a»d checked in every 

#ther direction, seemed to rejoice in b%- 
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viiig some object oo whicli it could yiife 
repose and espand itself. She propihi^siid 
a hundred tiroes, ^' that young Mr Hen- 
ry would be the pride o' the family^ and 
there had uae been sick a sprout frae the 
auld aik, since the death of Arthur Ma^ 
Dingawaict that was killed in theliattle 
o' the Bloody Bay; as for the preaeirt 
stick, it was good for naething but fira* 
wood.*^ Upon one occasion, when the 
child was illy she lay all night below the 
window* cbaunting a rhyme which she 
beheved sovereign as a febrifuge, aa4 
could neither be prevailed upon to entor 
ti>e houses nor to leave the station she 
had chosen, till she was informed that the 
crisis was over* 

The atection of this womaft became 
matter of suspicion, not indeed to the 
Laird, who was never hasty in suspectin|^ 
evil, but to his wife,, who. had indiffereut 
health and poor spirits. She was now far 
advanced in a second pregnancy, i^ 
could not walk lA^road herselfi the wo» 
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vAu who attended upon Harry was young 
asd tfaottghtIes»; and she prayed Dominie 
Strapaon to nndertake the task of watcl> 
ing the boy in his rambles, when he should 
not be otherwise accompanied. The Do^ 
, minie loved his young charge, and was 
enraptured with his own success, in ha- 
ving aiready brought him so far in hit 
learning as to spell words of three sylla* 
bles. The idea of this early prodigy of 
eruditidn being carried off by the gypsies, 
Hke a second Adam Smith, was not to be 
tolerated; and accordingly, though tht 
efaatge waa ccmtrary to all his habits of 
M€, he readily imdertook it, and might 
be deen stalkhig about with a mathe* 
matical problem in his head, and his eye 
9pon a bhild of five years old, whose rim- 
bles led him into a hundred awkward 
lit nations. Twice waa the Dominie clia^ 
•ed by a cross-^grained cow, once he fell 
into the brook crossing at the stepping* 
^ones^ and another time was bogged up 
to the middle in th« slough of lochenili 
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ifi attempting to gather a water-lily for 
the young Laird. It was the opinion of the 
village matrons who relieved Sampson on 
the latter occasion, ** that the Laird might 
«s weel trust the care o* his bairn to a po^ 
tatoe- bogle ;" but the good Dominie bore 
all his disasters with gravity and serenity 
equally imperturbable. *^ Prodi- gi-ous P' 
was the only ejaculation they ever extort* 
ed from the much*enduring. nian. 

The Laird had, by this time, determi- 
ned to make root«and*brahch work with 
the Maroons of Derncleugh. The old 
servants shook their heads at his propo^ 
aal, and even Dominie Sampson ventured 
upon an indirect remonstrance* As, how* 
ever, it was couched in the oracular phrase, 
*^ Ne moveas Camerinamp neither the allu-^ 
sion^ nor the language in which it was ex- 
pressed, were calculated for Mr Bertram'* 
edi Scat ion, and matters proceeded against 
the gypsies in form of law. Every door 
in the hamlet was chalked by the ground 
officer, m token of a formal warning t#. 
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remove at nekttefm: §tin,:howcvfen they 
showed no symptoms either 0f submissio)i' 
or of compliance.. At length the terin-. 
day, the fatal Mactinmas, arrii'^d^and yio« 
lent measures! of ejection W6re resorted to.. 
A strong posse .of peace^ffiQiers,j5ufFicient 
to render ?ill resistance vain, charged the 
inhabitants to depart by noon; iind, as 
they did. not obey, the officers, in terms of 
their warrant,, proceeded to unroof the cot- 
tagea, and pull down the wretched doors 
and windows,^ — a summary and effectual 
mode of ejection still practised in some 
remote parts of Scotland, when, a tenant 
proves refractory. The gypsies, for a 
time, beheld the work of destruction in 
sullen silence and inactivity ;, then set 
about saddling and loading their asses, and 
making preparations for their departure* 
These were soon accomplished, where all 
had the habits of wandering Tartars ; and 
they set forth on their journey to seek 
new settlements, where their patrons should 
neither be of the quorum^ aor custos rotu*» 
lorum. 
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Certain qualms of feeling had deterred 
£tlangowan from attending in person to 
me his tenants expelled. He left the ex« 
eeutive part of the business to the officers 
of the law, under the immediate direction 
of Frank Kennedy, a supervisor, or riding- 
officer hciongtng to the excise, who had 
of late become intimate at the Place, and 
• of whom we shall have more to say in the 
next chapter. Mr Bertram himself chose 
that day to make a visit to a friend at some 
distance. But it so happened, notwith- 
standing his precautions, that he could not 
avoid meeting his- late tenants during their 
retreat from his property. 

It was in a hollow way, near the top of 
a steep ascent upon the verge of the £1- 
langow^n estate, that Mr Bertram met Che 
gypsey procession. Four or five men 
formed the advanced guard, wrapped in 
long loose great coats, that hid their tall 
slender figures, as the large slouched hats, 
drawn over their brows, concealed their 
wild features, dark eyes, and swarthy faces. 
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Tmfo of tbem carried long fowling-pieces^ 
one wore a broad-sword without a sheath, 
and all had the Highland dirk, though 
they did not wear that weapon openly or 
ostentatiously. Behind them followed the 
train of laden asses, and small carts, or 
tumblers f as they were called in that coun^- > 
try, on which were laid the decrepit and 
the helpless, the i^ed and infant part of 
the exiled community. The women in their 
red cloaks and straw hats, the elder child^ 
ren with bare heads, and bare feet, and al* 
most naked bodies, had the immediate 
care of the little caravan. The road was 
narrow, tunning between two brokea 
banks of sand, and Mr Bertram's servant 
rode forward, smacking his whip with aa 
air of authority, and motioning to tlieir 
drivers to allow free passage to their bet> 
ters. His signal was unattended to. He 
tlien called to the men who lounged idly 
on before, ** Stand to your beasts' heads,^ 
and make room for the Laird to pass.*^ 
^* He shall have his share of the road,'^ 
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anavered a male gypiiey frpm under bis 
slouched and large-brimmed bat^.^nd with- 
out raising hi» face, ^* and he shall have 
nae mair ; the highway is as free to our 
cuddies as to his gelding*^ . 

The tone of the roaii being sulky, and 
even meriacihg, Mr Bertram thought it 
best to put his dignity in bis pocket, and 
pass by the procession quietly, upon such 
space as they chose to leave for bis accom- 
mqdation> which was narrow enough* To 
cover with an appearance of indifference bis 
feeling of the want of respect with which 
he was treated, .be addressed one of the 
men, as he passed him without any show 
df greeting, salute, or recognition, — " Giles 
I^iliie," he said,' "have you heard that 
your son Gabriel is well r" (The question 
respected the young man who had been 
preissed.) 

/* If I had heard otherwise,'* said tbeol4 
man, looking up with a stern and mena- 
cing countenance, ** you should have beard 
of it too,^^ And he plodded on his way. 
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tariying bo farther question. When the 
Laird bad pressed i>]iward with difficulty 
amoag a crowd of familiar faces, in which 
be Aow only mad hatred aadcoatempjt^ but 
which had oa ail former occasions marked 
bis approach with the rev^CQaoe due .to 
that of a superior beiug^ and had got clear 
of the throfig, he could not help turning 
bis horse, and looking l»ck to mark tiie 
pirogress of their marclu The group would 
have been an excellent subject for the 
pencil of Calotte. The vasi had already 
jFcached a small and stunted diickety whidi 
was at the bottom of the hill, and which 
gradually hid the line of march until the 
last stragglers disappeared.

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mitted to cooaider themselves as a sort oC 
subordinate dependants of bis family ; and! 
ought the ^circumstance of his becoming, 
a ni^strate to have made at once such 
a change in his conduct tovirards them^ 
Some means ctf xeformatiaii ought at least, 
to have been tried/ before sending sevens 
families at oncetipon .the wide worlds and 
depriving them of a degree.of countenanoe^ 
whidi withheld .them at least from atro^ 
cious guilt. There was also a natural yearn« 
ing of faeaflrt upon parting with so many^ 
known and familiar faces ; and to this feeU 
ing Godfrey Bertram was peculiarly ao» 
cessible, from the limited qualities of hia 
mind, which sought its principal amuse<i 
ments among the petty objects around 
him. As he was about to turn hb horse's 
head to pursue his journey, Meg Merrilies^ 
who had lagged behind the troops unexi* 
pectedly presented herself.

' 'During the period of Mr Bertram's ac- 
tiye nsagistracy, he did not forget the 
affairs of the revenue. Smuggling, for 
which the Isle of Man then afforded pe- 
culiar facilities, was general, or rather uni«- 
versal^ all along the south-western coast of 
ScHitland, Almost all the common people 
were engaged in these practices,- the gen* 
try connived at them, and the officers of 
the revenue were frequently discounte-^* 
nanced in the exercise of theirdutyi, by 
those who should have protectedthem*.

dy frae jthe Borough«town, when Dirk Hat* 
teraick used to come quietly into the bay ?*^ 

** Mrs fiertramy you know nothing of 
these matters. Do ye think it becomes a 
magistrate to let his own house be made 
a receptacle for smuggled goods i Frank 
Kennedy will shew you the penalties in 
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the act, and ye ken yourMll tbegr itsed to 
put their run goods into the aidd Place of 
EUaiigowan up bye there.'' 

*' Oh dear> Mr Bertram, and what tbe 
waur were the tra's and the vault o' the 
auld castle for having a whin ktgs o^\ 
brandy in them at an orra time?

The gentleoniiti who held Che office m 
the shire of — ^— at the time of this cata-. 
Mrophe^ was well born and well educated^ 
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and, though somewhat pedantic and |Mro- 
feisional in his habits^ he enjoyed general 
, respect as an active and intelligent magis- 
trate. His first employment was to ex* 
amine all witnesses whose evidence could 
throw light upon this mysterious even^ 
and make up the written report, proces 
wrbai, or pre^gnition, as it is technically 
called^ which the practice of Scotland has 
substituted for a coroner's inquest Ua* 
der the sheriff's minute and skilful enqui- 
ry» many cifcomsttnccs appeared^ which 
were incoti^atiUe with the originid opi«- 
aicMi, that Kennedy bad aeeidentallyiaUM 
from the diSi. We shall briefly detafl 
some of these. 

The body had been deposited in an^Ii- 
bouring fisher^hut, but without attering 
the condition in which it was found. This 
was the first object of the sheriff's exami- 
nation. Though fearfully crushed and 
mangled by the fall from such a hmght, the 
eorpse was found to exhibit a deep cut in 
the head, which, in the opinion of a skilAil 
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surgeon/ must have been inflicled b^ a 
broad-svord, or cutlass. The experience 
of this gentleman discovered other snspi- , 
cious indications. The face was much 
blackened, the eyes distorted, and the 
veins of the neck swellied. A coloured 
handkerchief^ which the unfortunate ifibn 
bad worn around his neck, did not present^ 
the niual appeamnce/ but was tnttch loos- 
ened, and the knot displaced and dr^;ged 
extremely tight : the folds were also c<Mn«> 
pressed, as if it had been osed as a means 
of grappKng the deceased, and dragging 
hkm perhaps to the precipice. 

On the other hand, poor Kennedy's 
purse was found untouched; and, what 
seemed yet more extraordinary, the pis- 
tols which he usually carried when about 
to encounter any hazardoi» adventure, 
were found in his pockets loaded. This 
ai^peared particularly strange, for he was 
known and dreaded by the ^contraband 
traders as a man equally fearless arid dex* 
terous in the use of his weapons, of which

The corpse affort&ed no othinr mdkkk ce- 
specting the fate of Kennedy ; for, tiyough. 
the clothes were much displaced, and ths; 
limbs dreadfaUy fractured,, the one seemed 
the probable, the otlier the certain^ con-* 
sciences of such a falL The hands of 
the deceased were clenched fast, and fiilL 
of turf and eartk; but this also seemed 
equivocal. 

The magiatra^ke then proceeded ta ti)6 
place where the cocpsa was first disoovm^ 
ed, and made those who had found it, 
give^ upon thq spot^ a pat ticular and de* 
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Ulted account of the nftahner io Vhich it 
yw lyiii^. A large ffagmeat of the rock 
iffH^td to Save accorftpatiied, or follow- 
ed, the fall of ibt victim from thi cliflf 
ifcbove. It \^dci of sd solid and compact a 
Substance) that it had fallen without any 
^reat dimintition bj splintering, sb tMi 
the Sheriff was enabled, first, to estimate 
the weight by itieasurettient, and theii to 
telculate, fi^om the appearance of the 
fragmfetit, what proportion of it bad been 
bedded' into the cliff from which it had 
fallen. This was easily detected, by4he 
raw appearance of the stone where it 
badi not been exposed to the at'taosphere. 
They itheh ascended the cliffy and sur- 
veyed' tbe plat^e from whence the stony 
fragtinent had^descended. It seemed plain, 
from the appea'fance Of the bed, that the 
mere weight of one man standing upon 
the projecting part^ of the fragment, sup- 
posiiig' it in itk drigitlal situation; could*^ 
not have destroyed its bras, and precfpitai' 
ted iti withhimseif, from the cliff. At the 
J 
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s^me time, it seemed to Imve lain so loot e^ 
that the use of a lever, or the combined 
sbrength of three or four men, might easi- 
ly have hurled it from its position. The 
short turf about the brink of the precipice 
\yas much trampled^ as if stamped by the 
heels of men in a mortal struggle^ or in 
the act of some violent exertion. Traces 
of the same kind» less visibly marked, 
guided the sagacious investigator to the^ 
verge of the copsewood, which, in that 
place, crept high up the bank towards the 
top of the precipice. 

With patience and perseverance, they 
traced these marks into the thickest part 
of the copse, a route which no person 
would have voluntarily adopted, unless 
for the purpose of concealment. Here 
they found plain vestiges of violence and 
struggling, from space to space. Small 
boughs were torn down, as if grasped by 
some resisting wretch who was dragged 
forcibly along; the ground, where in the 
least degree soft or .marshy, shewed the 
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priat of many feet; there were vestiges 
also> which might be those of human 
blood.^ At any rate, it was certain that 
several persons must have forced their 
passage among the oaks, hazels, and un« 
derwood, with which they were mingled } 
and in some places appeared traces, as if 
a sack full of grain, a dead body, or some- 
thing of that heavy and solid desert ption^ 
had been dragged along the ground. In 
one part of the thicket there was a small 
swamp, the clay of which was whitish, be- 
ing probably mixed with marl. The back 
of Kennedy's coat appeared besmeared 
with s^tains of the same colour. 

At length, about a quarter of a mile from 
the brink of the fatal precipice, the traces 
conducted them to a small open space of 
gromid, very much trampled, and plainly 
stained with blood, although withered 
leaves had been strewed upon the spot, 
and other means hastily taken to efface the 
marks, which seemed obviously to have 
been derived from a desperate affray. On

away southward under a press of saiL 
The sheriff auxioutly intorogated tH^e 
men whether any boalA hiii left the vm^i 
seL They could not say-— they had seof 
none^but they mi^ht have put off in sudh'

That die ship destroyed wak Dirk £b^*^ 
tentick'3 no one doubted. His lugger «§ 
well known on the coast, and bad becft 
expected just at this time. A letter from 
Ae commander of the king's sloop, tft 
Whdm the Sheriff made application, put 
the matter beyond doubt ; he sent also mi 
extract from his log-book of the transact 
tions of the day, which intimated their - 
being on'the icmtlookfor a smu^ing Uig« 
ger, Dirk Hatteraick master, upon the ifi« 
formation aid requisition of Frances Ken«. 
nedy, of his majesty's excise service ; and 
that Kennedy Was to be upon the outlook 
on the shore, in case Hatteraick, who. was

S^tb was tiie accent giVesi by Williatt

when all retreat mmt have seemed diffi* 
cult, if not impossible, it was not to be 
tkought that they woiild have all united 
to commit an useless murder, for the 
mere sake of revenge* Those who held 
this ofiinion, supposed, either that the 
boats of the lugger had stood out to sea 
without being observed by those who 
wt^e intent upon gazing at' the burning 
vessel, and so gained safe distance be- 
fiHre the sloop got roui^d the headland, 
x>jr else, that, the boats being staved or 
destroyed by the fire of the Shark, dti^ 
Qng the chase, the crew had obstinately 
determined to perish with the vessdt 
"^^hat gave some ooimtenance to this sup- 
posed act c^ desperation was, that neither 
Pirk Hatteraiek nor any of his sailors, all 
well-known men in the fair-triwie, were 
agasQ seen upon that coast, or heard of in 
the Isle of Man, where strict enquiry 
was made. On the other hand, only one 
dead bod}*, apparently that of a seaman 
killed by a cannon shot, drifted ashore.. 
So all that could be done was, to register 
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the names, description, and appearance of 
the individuals belonging to the ship^s 
company^ and offer a reward for the ap- 
prehension of them, or any one of them:; 
extending also to any person, not the ac- 
tual murderer, who should give evidence 
tending to convict those who had mur« 
thered Francis Kennedy. 

Another opinion, which was also plair- 
sibly supported^ went to charge this hor- 
rid crime upon the late tenants of Dem* 
cleugh. They were known to have re- 
sented highly the conduct of the Laird of 
£Uangowan towards them^ and to have 
uted threatening expressions* which every 
one supposed them capable of carrying 
into effect The kidnapping the child 
was a crime much more consistent with 
their habits than with those of smugglers, 
and his temporary guardian might have 
fallen in an attempt to protect him, Be- 
siides it was remembered, that Kennedy 
had been an active agent, two or three 
^ays before, in the forcible expukioii of 
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these pfople frpm Derncleugh^ and thsO; 
Jiiar3b aT)4 R^enacing language had bee|i 
j»cba«g^ b^tw^en him ^nd some of the 
Egyptrav .}>atriarcfas upoa that m^mciialile 
pccasioB.

Our narmtion is novi^ abmit ib make a 
large stnde, and omit a space of nearly 
ji^eventeen years ; diirhig whiclr nothing 
occurred, of any" particular consequence 
mth respect to the story we have un- 
dertaken to tell.

yet if the r^er's experience in life ena- 
bles him to look back on so many years^ 
the «pace will scarce appear loiter in his 
reooUecti^ni, than the time consumed in 
turning these pages. 

It waS|* then, in the month b£ Novem- 
ber, about seyenteeu years after the catas;

^^ And who exhibits the title-deeds, l-ent- 
roU, and plan ?" 

" A very decent man, sir ; the sheriff

In a minute 6t two. Colonel Mannering 
was quietly seated with his writing mate- 
rials before him* We have the privilisge 
of looking over his shoulder as he writes, 
and we willingly communicate its sub- 
stance to dur readers. The letter was ad* 
dressed to Arthur Mervyn> Esq* of Met* 
vyn-Hall, Llanbraithwaite, Westmoreland- 
It contained son^e account of the writer^s 
previous journey since parting with him, 
and then proceeded as follows :

, " The forjmer, yoa will say, had i^^ing» 
very appalling. All was not &r the.best ; 
but all was tolerable. My father, the 
eldest son of an ancient but reduced fami- 
ly, left me with little^ save the name of 
the head of the house, to the protection. 
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of bis nibre fortunate brothers. They 
>rere so fond of 'me that diey almost quar* 
relied about me. My uncle, the bishops 
would have had me in orders^ and oiTer-^ 
ed me a living — my uncle, tb^ merchAn^ 
would have put me into a counting-house; 
and proposed to give me a share in the tbri* 
ving concern of Mannering and Marshal; 
in Lombard Street— So, between these two 
stools^ or rather these two soft, easy, well* 
stuffed chairs of divinity and commercci 
my unfortunate person slipped down, and 
pitched upon a dragoon saddle. Again, the 
bishop wished me to marry the niece and 
heiress of the Dean of Lincoln ; and my 
uncle, the alderman, proposed to me the 
only daughter of old Slofethorn, the great 
wine-merchant, rich enough to play at span* 
counter with moidores, and make thread* 
papers of bank notes — and somehow I* 
slipped my neck out of both nooses, and 
married — poor— poor Sophiit Wellwood* 

" You will say, my military career in 
India, when I followed my regiment there,

and so it assuredly ha$. You will remiad 
me also, that if I difappoiated the hopes 
of my guardians^ I did i^ot iqcur their dis* 
pleasure-^that the bishop, at his deathi 
bequeathed me his blessing, his manu* 
tcript sermoQS, and a curious portfolio^ 
coataimiig the heads* ofemipeat divinea 
of. the church of England; and that my 
uacle, Sir Paul Manneriug^ left me sole 
hdir aad executor to his large fortune. Yet 
all this availeth me m)thing~I told you I 
liad that jupou my mixul which I should carry 
p^ my grave w^th me» .a perpetual aloes ia 
tib^ .draught Af existence. I will tell you 
the cau9e moi« iu. detail .tha.n I had the 
heart to do while under your hospitable 
toof^ Y^u will often hear it mentioned, 
andperhaps with different and unfounded 
circumstances* . I will,, therefore^ speak it 
^uty and let the event itself, and the sen* 
<timents of melancholy with which it has 
impressed me, never* again be subject of 
discusskm between us. 
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/"Sophia, a$ ydu wcli know, followed 
me to India. She was a» inaocent as^ gay ; 
but, unfortunately, for us both, as gay as* 
innocent. My own manners were partfy^ 
formed by studies I had forsaken, and 
habits of sechisibn, not quite consistent 
with my situation as commandant of ar 
regiment) in a country where universal 
hospitality is ofFpred and expected by 
every settler claiming the rank of a gea^* 
tleman. In a moment of peculiar pres- 
sure^ (you know how hard we were some«^ 
times run to obtain white faces to coun« 
tenance our line of battle) a young man> 
named Brown, joined our regiment as a 
volunteer, and, finding the military duty 
more to his fancy than commerce, in which 
he had been engaged, remained with us as 
a cadet — Let me do my unhappy victim 
justice — ^he behaved with such gallantry 
on every occasion that offered, that the 
first vacant commission was considered as 
his due. I was absent, for some weeks 
upon a distant expedition j — when I re* 
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turnedi I found this young fellow esta- 
blished quite as the friend of the house, 
and habitual attendant of my wife and ' 
daughter.

were less reprehensible* There was an- 
other cadet ambitious of the vacant situa- 
tion. He called my attention to what he 
led me to term coquetry between my wife . 
and this young man. Sophia was virtuous^ 
halt proud of her virtue ; and, irritated by 
my jealousy, she was so imprudent as to 
press and encourage an intimacy which 
she saw I disapproved and regarded with 
suspicion. Between Brown and me there 
isxlstedasort of internal dislike. He mada 
121 
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an effort or two to overcome my prejadice ; 
but, prepossessed as I was, I placed them 
to a wrong motive. Feeling himself re- 
pulsed, and with scorn, he desisted ; and 
as he was without family and friends, he 
Was naturally more watchful of the de« 
i>6rtment of one who had both.

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*^ A very slight spark will kindle a fianie 
where every thing lies open to catch it. 
J have absolutely forgot the proximate 
cause of quarrel, but it was some trifle 
which occurred at the card<-tatfle, whtefa 
occasioned high words and a diallenge* 
We met in the morning beyond the waifs 
aiMi esplanade of the fortress which I then 
Commanded, on the frontiers of the set* 
tlement This was arranged for Drovm^s 
safety had he escaped.

Put if» armed and equal in force, I submit 
to injustice and violence from any man, 
high or loWf I presume it will hardly be 
attributed to religious or moral feeling in 
me, or in any one but a quaker. An ag- 
gression on my honour seems to me much 
the same. The insult, howeve& trifling in 
itself, is one of much deeper coasequenee 
to aU viewsof Kfe than any wrong whiph e«n 
ji^e^flicted by a depredator on the high- 
way, and re4ress is muck less in the power 
of pubtic jurisprudence, or rather it is en- 
tirely beyond its reach. If any man chuses 
to rob Arthur Mervyn of the contents of 
his purse^ if he has not means of defence, 
or the skill and courage to use them$ 
the assizes at Lancasteror Carlisle will do 
him justice by tucking up the robber ;-^ 
Yet who will say I ain bound toiwrait for 
this justice, and submit to being plundered 
in the first instance, i£ I haw myself the 
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means and spirit to proteefefk>y own pro- 
perty? But if. an affront is pffe^refl to in$,. 
submission to which is to tarnish my cha- 
racter for ever with men of bonpur, a^d 
for which the twelve judges of England^ 
with the chancellor to boot, can afford me 
no redress, by what rule of law or reason 
a^ I to be deterred from protecting what 
onght to be, and is, so infinitely dearer to 
every n^an of honour than his whole for* 
t^nne ? Of the reli^os view» of the mat- 
,-ter I shall say no things until 1 find a. re- 
. verend divine who sl^all condemn self-de- 
fence in the article; of life and property. 
If its propriety in that case be generally 
admitted). I suppose Kttle distinction can 
be drawa between defence of person and 
goods, and defence of reputation. Tl^t 
the latter is liable to be assailed by per- 
sons of a different rank in life, untainted^ 
perhaps in morals, and fair in character, 
cannot affect my legal right of sel£de» 
fence. I may be sorry that circumstances 
have engaged me in personal strife witk 
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sucli an indtridual ; jbut I should feel the 
aame sorrow for a generous eaemy nrW. 
fell under my sword in a national qaanr^. 
I shall leilve the question with the casu*^ 
ists, however, only, observing, that what 
I have written Will not avail either the 
professed duellist^ or he who^ is the ag^ 
gressor in a dispute ef honour, t oidy 
l^resame to. exculpate him who is dragged 
into Mie field by such an offence, as, sub* 
mitted to in patience, would forfeit for 
ever his rank and estimatkinjtt society.

In 
that case MaoMorlan was assured he 
would readily give up his bargain, if tempts 
cd with something abovn the price which 
he had stipulated to pay It may seem 
strange* that Mannering was so much at-» 
tached to a spot which he had seen only 
once> and tliat for a short time, in early 
life. But the circumstances which passed 
there bad laid strong hold on bis imaginar 
tion.

I » remember when #« <flt«t 
mounted that e^lebnttd pass in theMysOTe 
country, while most?of the others>feU onl^ 
awe and astonuihm^nt at ^the 'height and 
^grandeur of the ao«»ery, I rather' ahared 
your feelings and those of Cameron, whose 
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admiration of these, wild rockir was blend* 
ed with familiar love» derived from early 
association. Despite my Dutch educa-^ 
tion, a blue hill to me is aa a friend, and a 
roaring torrent like the sound of a domes* 
tic song that has soothed my infancy. I 
nevei; felt the impulse so strongly as in thia 
land of lakes and mountains, and nothing^ 
grieves me so much as that the duty pre* 
vents your being with me in my nume- 
rous excursions among its recesses.
